1 . THE PROBLEM: THE FOLLOWING IS TO KEEP YOU POSTED ON 
THE STATUS OF SEVERAL SPEAKING ENGAGEMENTS YOU ARE 
COMMITTED TO AND TO ASK FOR YOUR GUIDANCE AND DECISION 
ON A NUMBER OF ITEMS. 

2. ATLANTA (MARCH 6): WE UNDERSTAND FROM LARRY 
EAGLEBURGER THAT YOU ARE INTERESTED IN DOING ADDITIONAL 
PUBLIC AFFAIRS EVENTS WHILE IN ATLANTA FOR YOUR MEETING 
WITH THE SOUTHERN COUNCIL'S REGIONAL LEADERSHIP GROUP.

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(A) WE HAVE CONTACTED DEAN RUSK AND OFFICIALS OF THE 
COUNCIL FOR THEIR IDEAS. THEY (AND WE AGREE) RECOMMEND 
AGAINST A MAJOR LUNCHEON OR DINNER FORUM BECAUSE: 

YOU DELIVERED A FORMAL ADDRESS IN ATLANTA ONLY LAST 
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JUNE; IN ADDRESSING THE COUNCIL'S REGIONAL GROUP 
YOU WILL ALREADY REACH THE IMPORTANT LEADERSHIP CORE OE 
ANY AUDIENCE WHICH MIGHT ASSEMBLE EOR A LUNCHEON OR 
DINNER; AND YOU MIGHT UPSTAGE RUSK'S PROGRAM. 

(B) IN ANY CASE, WE BELIEVE THAT A MEDIA EVENT WOULD BE 
THE MOST EEEECTIVE USE OF YOUR TIME AND POSE FOR YOUR 
CONSIDERATION A SOMEWHAT DIEFERENT MODEL. WE RECOMMEND 
A PANEL QUESTION AND ANSWER DISCUSSION (EOLLOWING THE 
BLUE RIBBON 400 WHICH MIGHT BE MODERATED BY DEAN 

RUSK AND SPONSORED BY THE ATLANTA CHAPTER OE SIGMA 
DELTA CHI. WE BELIEVE THAT A LOCAL TV STATION WOULD 
BE WILLING TO PROVIDE LIVE COVERAGE OE THIS EVENT IN A 
EAVORABLE TIME SLOT. (SDX IS THE PROFESSIONAL JOURNALISM 
SOCIETY WHICH ARRANGED YOUR PRESS CONFERENCE IN ATLANTA 
LAST JUNE. NOT ONLY WERE WE IMPRESSED WITH 
THE EFFECTIVENESS OF THIS GROUP, YOU WILL REMEMBER THAT 
SOME 300 SDX MEMBERS-ALL WORKING PRESS-WERE IN 
ATTENDANCE. ADDITIONALLY, WE WOULD EXPECT EXTENSIVE 
PRINT MEDIA COVERAGE WERE THIS EVENT SPONSORED BY SDX.) 

(C) TWO OTHER POSSIBLE ADDITIONAL EVENTS ARE; 

I) A SMALL DINNER THE NIGHT OF MARCH 5 HOSTED BY GOVERNOR 
BUSBEE (WHICH WOULD MEAN OVERNIGHTING IN ATLANTA). 

THE GUEST LIST OF APPROXIMATELY 35 PERSONS WOULD 
INCLUDE A HIGHLY SELECT GROUP FROM AMONG THOSE GOVERNORS, 
CONGRESSMEN AND LOCAL DIGNITARIES WHO WILL ATTEND YOUR 
MEETING THE FOLLOWING DAY. WE NOTE THAT YOU WOULD 
DUPLICATE YOUR AUDIENCE. FOR THIS REASON WE RECOMMEND 
AGAINST THE DINNER. OR 2) PRESS CONFERENCE FOR

DISTINGUISHED PROFESSORS MAKES FOR A DIFFICULT CHOICE. 

WE WOULD APPRECIATE YOUR GUIDANCE ON THE PROPORTION
